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CLAIMS : 

Please Amend claim 1 in accordance with the foltowing: 

1 . (Currently Amended) A recording medium with respect to which data is transferred by 
a recording/reproducing apparatus, the medium, comprising: 

at least one still picture; 

at least one still picture group information , the apparatus using us e d bv the apparatus for 
the at least one still picture group information to arrange arr a ng i ng the still pictures into a number 
of groups, the still picture group information including a first virtual deletion information 
corresponding to the one still picture and which the apparatuses uses us e d bv th e apparatus 
ferto virtually d e let i ng delete t he still picture; and 

at least one additional audio group information ^ u se d by the apparatus using the at least 
one additional audio group information fef-to arrange arrangino at least one additional audio parts 
into a number of groups, the additional audio group information including second virtual deletion 
information and which the apparatus uses used bv tho apparatus for to virtually d e l e t i ng delete 
the one or more of the additional audio parts, 

wherein the one additional audio group information includes additional audio group 
general information containing a start position of an additional audio group. 

2. (Previously Presented) The recording medium of claim 1, wherein, if at least one still 
picture is set to a virtual deletion state, the apparatus determines that the one still picture and a 
corresponding additional audio part is not to be reproduced. 

3. (Previously Presented) The recording medium of claim 1 , wherein, if at least one still 
picture is not set to a virtual deletion state and a corresponding additional audio is set to the 
virtual delete state, the apparatus determines that the additional audio part corresponding to the 
one still picture is not to be reproduced. 

4. (Previously Presented) The recording medium of claim 2, wherein, if the at least one 
still picture is removed from the virtual deletion state, the apparatus determines that the one still 
picture and the corresponding additional audio part is to be reproduced. 

5. (Previously Presented) The recording medium of claim 3, wherein, if the 
corresponding additional audio is removed from the virtual deletion state, the apparatus 
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determines that the corresponding additional audio part is to be reproduced. 



6. (Previously Presented) The recording medium of claim 1, wherein, if all of the still 
pictures are set to a virtual deletion state, the apparatus determines that all of the still pictures 
and the corresponding additional audio parts are to be actually deleted. 

7. (Previously Presented) The recording medium of claim 1 , wherein, if all of the 
corresponding additional audio parts are set to a virtual deletion state, the apparatus determines 
that all of the corresponding additional audio parts are to be actually deleted. 
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
